ACCOUNT OF BURIAL ALIVE 
OF HINDU IS BROADCAST 


He Is Taken From Grave After 12 
Hours; Offers to Do It 
Again for $1.75. 
BOMBAY, June 9 (AP).—Wit- 
nesses watched the emergence to- 
day of a Hindu who had himself 
buried alive for 12 hours to dem- 
onstrate the power of Yoga phi- 

losophy. 

Shree Bhagwanswamiji was bu- 
ried in a sitting position while huge 
crowds looked on and the ceremony 
was broadcast by the All-India Ra- 
dio. When the grave was opened 
12 hours later observers said he 
was found sitting as he had been 
left but apparently in a trance. In 
two minutes he was fully awake, 
they said, and stepped out amid 
wild cheering and hymns of praise. 

Observers said no sweat was 
visible on his face and that flow- 
ers buried with him were fresh. 
He grinned and told questioners 
he would repeat the performance 
any time for five rupees (about 
$1.75.) 

Bhagwanswamiji sat on a deer- 
skin, praying to a picture of the 
Hindu God, Krishna, at the bottom 
of the grave while bystanders piled 
in the earth. When the hole was 
filled corrugated iron sheets were 
placed on the top and the edges 
were cemented.

They 
cut down accounts receivable, 
plants and equipment, patterns and 
dies, and a host of miscellaneous 
assets. 

A previous statement issued by 
the trustees shortly after their ap- 
pointment was based on books and 
records of the company which, 
the trustees now report, they found 
“in a chaotic state.’ 

“Postings were not up-to-date,” 
the trustees said in a letter to 
stockholders, “and innumerable 
errors were discovered. For 
example, more than 800 adjust- 
ments had to be made in ac- 
counts receivable and about 300 in 
accounts payable. In some cases 
the records were so incomplete as 
to require many hours of research 
by the auditors in order to supply 
the foundation data upon which 
to base values.” 

In writing down the stated value 
of the company the trustees cut cur- 
rent assets from $1,162,855 to $435,- 
334, property, plants and equipment 
from $1,290,444 to $806,788, and pat- 
terns and dies from $139,730 to $1. 
The deficit in working capital was 
increased from $106,000 to $538,000. 

In the letter to stockholders the 
trustees said efforts to obtain either 
Federal or private loans had been 
unavailing and that “unless stock- 
holders or other interested persons 
are willing to raise considerable 
capital,” immediate liquidation is 
the only way to “save the expenses 
of long drawn out and futile re- 
organization efforts.”

There ,was evi- 
dence that the Rubens’ entered 
Moscow Nov. 6, 1937, but the hus- 
band dropped from sight Dec. 2 
and his wife a week later. 

The three men convicted in New 
York were accused specifically of 
having obtained fraudulently 16 
passports for the Rubens. Among 
the names forged on the documents 
were those taken from tombstones. 

In Washington the State Depart- 
ment said that if Mrs. Rubens re- 
turned to the United States, she 
would face charges of entering 
Russia on a fraudulent passport,

COUNTY ZONING BILL 
SIGNED BY GOVERNOR 


Measure Provides for Planning 
Board to Regulate Open- 
ing of Subdivisions. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 9.— 
The St. Louis County zoning bill, 
authorizing the establishment of a 
county planning commission and 
a master zoning plan, was signed 
yesterday by Gov. Stark. The 
measure contains an emergency 
clause, which makes the new law 


‘effective immediately. 


The commission, to be created by 
the County Court, will include a 
member of the court, the county 
highway engineer, the chairman of 
municipal planning groups, and 
resident land owners, from the un- 
incorporated districts of each town- 
ship. Their term of office is six 
years. 

The law gives the commission 
broad powers for the zoning of the 
county. It may regulate the open- 


ing of subdivisions, control the lo- 
cation of highways and transpor- 
tation routes, and decide the types 
of buildings to be erected in par- 
ticular districts.

The 
bill was introduced by Senator Ra- 
leigh McCormick of Webster Groves 
and was handled in the House by 
Representative Howard Elliott of 
Universityy City. 

The Governor also signed a bill 
making a number of changes in 
the county’s permanent registra- 
tion law. Undre the new act, the 
Board of. Election Commissioners | 
may canvass the registration by 
mail instead of through clerks. 
This provision is expected to re- 
duce the cost Ofgjhe canvass. 

The board is also given power to 
appoint deputy election commission- 
ers to aid in the handling of elec- 
tions. The bill provides the board 
may employ an attorney at $2000 a 
year, and increases the salary of 
the two bonded clerks from $1600 
to $1800 a year.

| I cannot be too emphatic in stat- 
Ing that South's failure to respond 
ito the four diamond bill was one of 
_the worst of all bridge crimes. The 
fact that the opening bid was 
'Shaded has absolutely no bearing on 
the matter. The jump take-out, in 
this case the four diamond bid, is 
‘an absolute command and the part- 
|ner who disobeys is a traitor to the 
Cause. Strong words, perhaps, but 
\I feel strongly on this subject. So, 
\I imagine, did North when he 
found that seven spades was an 
‘absolute laydown on the combined 
‘hands and that he did not even 
‘make a game out of the largess 
‘bestowed by fate on his partner- 
ship. 

| As a matter of fact, there was no 
ireason for South to question his 
own opening bid. At most, he was 
only a plus value short in so far as 
‘honor tricks were concerned, and 
his distribution was more than ade- 
quate compensation for this short- 
age. Suppose his hand actually 
had been spades A Q@ 9 5 4, hearts 
A 7, diamonds Q 3 2, clubs J 9 8, 
Now he would have the full value 
for an opening bid, but this hand 
IS not as good as the one actually 
held! The extra spade was worth 
more than the difference between 
the spade queen and jack, and the 
distribution as a whole, 6-4-2-1, was 
infinitely better than the balanced 
distribution, 5-3-3-2. In the actual 
hand South should have had a high 
regard for his singleton diamond 
queen in connection with North’s 
four diamond bid. Certainly, it fig- 
ured to be more valuable than the 
club queen would have been. In 
any event, since South was forced 
to make. another bid, he should 
have selected four spades as the 
only conceivable rebid. The entire
